I "beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  and  San 
itary  c r ..  ngements  of  the  Llangorse  and  Devynock  Sub-Districts  of  the 
above  Counoil  for  the  year  1925. 

Lor  Statistical  Purposes  these  two  areas  have  "been  amalga 
mated  "by  the  Registrar  General  and  the  combined  area  treated  as  one. 
As  a consequence  I am  mailing  one  Report  covering  the  two  areas. 

The  Listrict  is  entirely  rural  with  no  industrial  occupa- 
tions .

5.  NURSING  IRRAN&dMDNTS. 


Professional  Pursing  in  the  Homo. - 


(a)  General-  There  are  three  District  Burses  employed  in  the  aroa 
by  Pursing  Associations  at  Devynock,  Talybont  and  Llangorse. 
Therr  services  are  of  groat  value. 

There  is  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Sennybridge 
which  meets  fortnightly  and  continues  to  do  very  good  work. 

(b)  Dor  Infectious  Diseases . - Bone, 


Midwivos . - Thero  is  no  subsidy  by  the  Public  Health  Authority.  Three 
trained  and  two  Bcnafide  Midwives  practise  in  the  area. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres,-  Only  for  oases  of  Tuberculosis  which 
are  treated  by  the  'Welsh  Rational  Memorial  Association.  Cases  of 
Venereal  Diseases  arc  transferred  to  the  Clinic  at  Swansea. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  by  the 
County  Council.-  Arrangements  have  been  mad.o  with  the  Brecon  Urban 
District  Council  for  the  use  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Brecon. 
Tho  accommodation  available  for  cases  at  this  hospital  is  three 
wards  of  32  hods.  The  hospital  is  kept  in  constant  readiness  for 
use.  The  hospital  is  also  intended  for  use  of  cases  of  Smallpox. 

Institutions!  "Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers , Illegitimate  Infants 
and  Homeless  Children  in  the  District. - 

Bo  provision  is  made  for  these  cases. 

Ambulance  Facilities.-  Bone  at  present.

All  the  necessary  Laboratory  'Work  is  carried  out  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association,  London.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  provided  for 
the  poorer  patients. 

Chiclionpox 
has  "been  made  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  area.

Sewerage  Schemes  are  again  recommended  for  Llanfzy nach,  i alybont  and 
Llangorse.  D’ith  regard  tc  Llanf  a nach  Village,  the  question  cf  the 
drainage  of  this  Village  has  been  receiving  attention  and  it  is  hoped 
it  may  be  possible  to  have  improvements  effected  during  1926. 

The  Closet  Ac c ommo d at i on  is  improving  but  several  closets  of  the  old 
■Jprivy1  type  still  exist.

The  question  of  laying  on  a water  supply  in  the  Aber  district  is 
under  consideration  and  it  is  honed  that  a supply  will  shortly  he 
laid  on  to  this  district. 

The  water  supply  at  Abercynrig  is  still  unsatisfactory. 

Trecas tie . - During  the  year  a Survey  was  made  and.  Levels  taken  with 

a view  to  carrying  out  of  a much  needed.  Scheme  of  Water  Supply  for 

this  Village.  So  far  it  has  not  been  possible  to  secure  the  consent 
of  the  Owner  to  the  acquiring  of  a suitable  source. 

Heol  Senny.-  Cfforifefe  are  now'  being  made  for  this  Village  to  he  sup- 
plied with  a satisfactory  Water  Supply.  It  is  hoped  that  arrange- 
ments may  shortly  he  come  to  whereby  water  may  be  laid  on  to  the 
houses  as  well  as  to  the  local  Council  School. 

Drainage . - To  replace  a defective  old  stone  culvert  used  for  waste 

water  drainage  on  the  North  side  of  the  main  road  through  the  Village 

of  Troaastle  a piped  sewer  has  been  laid  and  will  shortly  be  complet- 

ed, It  has  been  so  arranged,  that  when  at  a future  time  a proper 
water  supply  shall  have  been  provided,  the  Section  of  the  Sewer  new 
laid  can  he  extended,  and  made  to  form  part  of  a more  complete 
Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  places  where  food,  has  been  prepared,  have  been  inspected  and. 
found  clean.  No  unsound  food  or  moat  has  been  brought  to  my  notice, 

C owsheds . - Several  of  the  registered  cowsheds  in  the  district  had 
substantial  improvements  effected  during  the  year  in  the  way  of  more 
sanitary  flooring,  the  removal  of  objectionable  ceilings,  the  cement 
rendering  of  internal  wall  surfaces  and  in  the  provision  of  addition- 
al  light  and  means  of  ventilation.  Plans  have  now  been  approved  by 
the  Council  for  the  erection  of  a new  cowshed  on  a large  scale  and 
which  being  constructed  on  the  most  approved  lines  will  he  serviceable 
as  a model  in  the  locality.  There  are  still  a few  cowsheds  which 
are  unsatisfactory  and  the  Proprietors  have  been  served  with  notices 
and  warned  that  unless  requirements  are  carried  out  their  Registra- 
tions may  be  cancelled. 

There  is  no  Steam  Disinfector  in  the  area  hut  all  places  where  Infec- 
tious Disease  occurs  are  disinfected  as  far  as  possible. 

Owing  to  the  extremely  rural  nature  of  the  district  there  is  no  organ- 
ised collection  of  refuse,  hut  schemes  for  the  regular  collection  of 
refuse  are  again  recommended  for  Senny bridge,  Devynock,  Talybont  and 

Llangorse . 


An  unpleasant  feature  is  the  number  of  persons  who  remain  unvaccin- 
ated . . With  Smallpox  still  prevalent,  vaccination  is  recommended 
and  necessary.

The  Clinical  Researofc  Association,  London,  undertake  the 
Bacteriological  work  for  the  district#  Luring  1925,2  Diphtheria 
swabs  were  submitter  for  examination,  both  proving  positive# 


4#  Milk  Supply#- 


The  District  is  well  supplied  with  Milk  and  considerable 
quantities  are  sold  wholesale  into  adjoining  distriots# 

Altogether  there  are  45  persons  registered  for  the  Sale  of 
Milk  either  as  Retailers,  wholesale  Traders  or  Producers# 

The  Cows  live  entirely  out  of  doors  during  the  Summer  months 
, and  are  usually  turned  out  during  a portion  of  the  day  even  in 
the  Winter# 

Special  attention  having  been  paid  to  the  structural  condi ti or 
as  well  as  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  Shed 3 and  substantial  im- 
provements from  time  to  time  effected,  the  Cowsheds  in  the  dis- 
trict had  for  the  most  part  boen  brought  into  compliance  with  the 
Regulations  in  force  - there  were,  however,  a few  of  the  older 
sheds  which  were  not  considered  satisfactory  and  these  were  taken 
in  hand  in  1925#  One  shed  was  replaced  by  a new  one  and  six 
others  were  improved  by  the  provision  of  new  floors  and  addition- 
al light  and  ventilation  and  by  the  removal  of  dust-laden  faggit 
and  litter  ceilings  - also  by  having  the  internal  wall  surfaces 
rendered  in  cement# 

I am  pleased  also  to  be  able  to  report  a noticeable  improve- 
ment in  the  condition  of  the  Cowsheds  in  the  matter  of  cleanli- 
ness#
